The ‘juices’ Yiddish 


In a recent short story in “The New Yorker,” Isaac 
Bashevis Singer penned a description of himself as a 
young, struggling writer in New York City many 
years ago. He recalled studying himself in the mir- 
ror, seeing the reflection of one of his own charac- 
ters: a nether-world imp, with pointed ears and 
chin, flaming red hair, and mischievous blue eyes. 
Today, at 67, his red hair is grey and sparse, but the 
blue eyes are as mischievous as ever, the ears and 
chin still pointed. Most significant, however, writes 
RUTH ARIELLA BROYDE, who interviewed him 
in his Tel Aviv hotel room, Singer remains prince of 
both the real and occult kingdoms, as much at home 
with the “then and hereafter” as with the “here and 
now,” writes Miss Broyde, who has known Singer 
for six years, 


CONSUMMATE teller of lave 

stories, Singer maintains that 
love is deeply connected with tele- 
pathy, clatrvoyance and premoni- 
tion, He says: 

"A real love story must contatn 
all of these elements. It 1s not 
what Jovers say to each other that 
counts, but what they don't say 
and atill know. Literature deals not 
only with deeds, but with intentions, 
Real Ilterature is always connect- 
ed with the occult,, The greatness 
of Dostoyevaly ia that you feel the 
transcendental in his words.

Is Isracl, then, 80 different, des- 
pite the conceded uniqueness of 
Jewish religious development and 
the mixed relationship of Jews to 
their religious institutions? My oh- 
servation is to the contrary. Except 
for Ireland, I know of no modern 
Western soctaty that is as surfeited 
with religious strife, hatred, and 
division as Israel. (The only va- 
guely: comparable American ex- 
perlence was the former hostility 
between Catholics and others in 
Masgachusetts and other states 
where the Catholic Church’ sought 
to Impose its moral views upon the 
general population.) Of course, the 
non-religious, who in Israel and 
most modern societies constitute a 
sizeable portion of the population, 
regent religlous coercion, Of course 
the interjection of religious Isaues 
or religious Ideology into politica 
Was caused and will cause divisive 
conflict. Even Mr. Yaron recognizes 
that “there undoubtedly exists a 
serious issue of individual liberty in 
the face of religioug coercion." But 
I agree with him that one cannot 
“Igolate" the Issue of religious 
Itberty, because the central issue 
for Israel ia not religious freedom 
but rather social divisivencsa; the 
hatred between the religious and 
non-religious and between compet- 
ing religions over the uses and 
abuses of state power; and the ul- 
timate constriction and destruction 
of religion and the reHgious im- 
pulse itself because of its confusion 
with issues of political power, parties 
and Ideology. 

One need not sacrifice the Jewish 
identity and essence of Israel 
(rowever diversely this is defined) 
‘by recognizing and seeking a «olu- 
tion to the complex problems of rel!- 


gion and state. As Dr, Arthur 
Hertzberg, an eminent American 
Jewish historian and rabbi, re- 


cently commented: 

“There is a growing feeling 
that the polarization of the reli- 
gious scene in Israel between an 
- established Orthodoxy and an 
equally established anti-Ortho- 
doxy; between an established sy- 
nagogue and its established ab- 
sentees, simply isn’t working. The 
scandals of the politicization of 
religion are no Jonger being kept 
at home...

To The Jerusalem Post Literary Editor 

Sir, — Judging by its length, a 
ood deal of importance waa attach- 
ed to Zvi Yaron’s book review on 
the religion-state conflict in Israel 
(your Issue of September 24). Yet, 
for a subject regarded so serlousiy, 
readerg were unfortunately offered 
only ἃ superficial, and occasionally 
supercilious, analysis of a difficult, 
complex and sensitive issue (ag Mr. 
Yaron himseif emphasizes). 


Mr. Yaron begins by taking issuc 
with the allegedly short-sighted 
views of critica of religious coercion. 
With masterly underatatement he 
admits the existence of a “serious 
issue" (in what way, we are not 
told, and thia 18 the source of Mr. 
Yaron's weakness, as we shall see). 
Then, piously throwing the whole 
weight of Jewish history behind him 
as the basls of analysis, Mr. Yaron 
foes ahead and ignores it almost 
entirely — except to praise tha ane 
book for referring to it, and to 
condemn the other for not (in both 
cages, without explanation). His 
Most specific criticism relate almost 
entirely to the very points he 
implores ug to leave aside (in his 
atgument with Dr, Amnon Rubin- 
stein gnd Mrs. Shulamlt Aloni), 
thus indicating that even in Mr. 
Yaron's self-proclaimed historical 
perspective these issues are 
fundamental. Furthermore, ὃ Mr. 
Yaron Is so concerned to correct 
others' “lack” of a sense of propor- 
Hon, why does he give us no con- 
erete hint-as ta how we should do 
807 Surely we are entitled to some 


ι 


positive substantive commenta and 
not merely to swiping at the views 
of two well-known lawyers? 

The problem stems, I ‘think, from 
Mr. Yaron'’s own apparent confusion 
on the aubject. Of course he is 
right in demanding a full historical 
perspective — but what are the moat 
significant questions arising from 
it? ‘This depends on our understand- 
ing of the nature of Judaism and 
of Jewish identity. Here, in my 
opinion, the relevant questions 
today’s religion-state controversy 
are: — 1) Ia the upholding of 
basle democratic rights eszential to 
the Jewish nature of Israel?; and 2) 
Does abandonment of certain limited 
aspects of Jewish law mean that 
the perpetrators are any jess Jewish 
than the faithful upholders of 
Halacha? The secular, anti-coercion - 
faction would answer yes to the 
first question and no to the second. 
My personal conclusion (and that 
of many others} is that no inherent 
conflict exists between the two 
anawers — i.e. that democratic rights 
add to ovr Jewish character, and 
that even in rejecting, sny, religious 
marriage or Sabbath observance, 
one's Jewish identity need not suffer 
since there are countless other ways 
(neluding non-Halachic ones) of 
expressing {t — for example, the 
revived tradition of the festivals as 
agricultural events, or simply by 
listening to Shabbat songs on the 
Friday evening radio. Judaism [5

Finally, a word on normality, a 
problem which causes Mr. Yaron 
many misgivings. One need not be 
bound im any way by early Zioniat 
writings on the subject (which, at 
any rate, related to a specific 
historical situation and mentat 
climate). Simply because Bialik 
wanted Jewish thieves I don’t feet 
myself compelled ta want them, too. 
Once again, selectivity is of the 
essence. Normality today refera, I 
think, primarily to the {dea of Jews 
having political rule over a particular 
geographical entity. It doea not 
require us, however, to be like all 
the other nations, No one today 
serlously believes that football cor- 
ruption, wildcat strikes or rising 
crime rates are good because they 
make us “normal.” Surely what we 
require ia to incorporate in our own 
lives what seems to us to be the 
best in other natlons, ond to add 
to that our commitment to Judaism 
along the lines 1 have auggested 
above. If not, then living in Israel 
becomes no different, or at lenat no 
better, than living anywhere elae, 
aud the Zionist idea loses its claim 
as a means of solving the problems 
of Israel and Galut.

Eventually, his persplcacious essays 
on the subject uppeared in his la- 
test book, “Remembering the 
Anawers,” and notable among the 18 
treatises, datlag from 1961 to 1968, 
ls one entitled ‘The Jewish Role in 
Student Actiyjam." 


Written Jate in 1968 and origin- 
ally published in "Fortune" maga- 
zine In January, 1969, this particu- 
Jar piece opens with the reassuring 
assessment: 

“Pile ig not @ period in Amer- 
fean history t whieh there is 
much danger that Jets 1081] 
suffer from unequal treatment, 
prejudice or discrimination.” 
This prognoaia was ili-starred. Two 

years later, the same Nathan Glaz- 
er felt conypelled to drastically re- 
vise his outlook in an article, "The 
Role of the Intellectuals,” published 
in the February, 1971 issue of 
“Commentary” mngazine. Discuss- 
ing the pivotal position of Jewish 
Intellectuals In America (summed up 
In “The Jewish Scene" In Phe Jer- 
usalem Post of Juno 2), Glazer now 
poses the posalbillty — “almost a 
probability" — that America’s first 
military defeat, in Vietnam, will 
unloose a wave of anti-Semitism. 
Jews, he holds, are identified not 
only as intelectual leadera in the 
atruggle against what is seen os 
the folly and immorality of the war 
in Southeast Agia — thus lending 
dmpetua to an eventual gtab-ln-the- 
back myth — "but Jews az Jews."

‘ANY tributes were pald last 

year to the memory of the 
Bngo Seren on the 25th anniversary 
of his death at the age of 89 at the 
Dachau concentration camp. The 
present volume deserves sepecial 
mention, Tt comprises some 80 
essays on Roman Jewry, half of 
them written in Italian, half in 
Hebrew. 

The essays themselves, both in 
the Hebrew and Italian sections, 
are preceded by some remarkable 
introductory material. There are 
selections from Sereni's published 
and unpublished writings, along with 
sketches of him by Zalman Shazar, 
Golda Melr, Moshe Sharett and 
Dante ‘Lattes. ach portrait 
atresses a particular aspect of this 
exceptional man, who met hie death 
at the hands of the Nazis after 
parachuting behind enemy lines in 
Italy during World War I. Hinzo 
Serent {g doubtless the most out- 
standing personality Itallan Jewry 
contributed to the rebirth of Israel, 
and hig Hfe ts a perennial source 
of inspiration, 

One might think that four bi- 
ographical sketches, all in pratse 
of the hero, are too many. All are 
taken from speeches or articles 
prepared for some apecial occraion, 
but none offers a real synthesis ‘of 
Enzo Sereni. Nevertheless, {t is the 


personality of the writers which 
justifies the inclusion of these 
Sketches in thin volume and testi- 
flea to the extraordinary character 
of Sereni, “whose existence among 
us was like an eternal flame, ἢ. 
burning bush that is never 
consumed," 08 Moshe Sharett put It, 


The editors rightly felt that a 
central theme was necded to give 
additional unity to the memorial 
volume containing the word of 
various scholars. The history of 
Europe's oldeat Diaspora community, 
that of Rome, was found to be tite 
right subject. The Sereni family be- 
longed to that Jewry and the 
Selection would have pleased Enzo, 
who throughout his life bore the 
Imprint of his native city. No future 
student of the history of Roman 
Jewry will be able to ignore this 
book, at least as far as the bib- 
liographies appended to most arti.

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An Israeli contribution 
to ‘Africanology’

HE decision of four African 

Prealdenta to visit the Middle 
Bast is a major step forward in 
Africa's involvement in world af- 
fairs. Africans have long considered 
themselves — and rightly so — vic- 
tims of unwerranted outside inter- 
ference. So it may be assumed that 
the four African statesmen will see 
thelr role in our area as that of me- 
diatorg rather than of "powers" come 
to impose thelr jdeas. 


Israel's alertness to daveloping Af- 
Tica’s sensibilities has played a large 
part In ensuring the success of our 
aid programmes in that area. Ia- 
raeli assistance can never compete 
with the programmes of the various 
world powers, and we are hard put 
to counteract the activities of cer- 
taln blocs, Yet, with our limited ro- 
sources, we have made an Impres- 
sive breakthrough into the African 
scene, 


Israel's contact with Africa is 
expreased in a number of ways, One 
of the most successful has been 
the training of Africans in Israel, 
in fields which are vital to any 
developing country, The Mount 
Carmel International Training Centre 
for Community Services; the Afro- 
Aslan Institute for Cooperation and 
Labour Studifea, and the Internation- 
al Cooperation Centre of the Ministry 
of Agriculture In Rehovot have all 
been intimately invoived in training 
students from Africa. And Isroeli ex- 
perta have done valuable work in 
numerous spheres In different Af- 
rlean countries. 


But technical asalstance is ‘only 
one aspect of Israel's endeavour te 
improve her contact with and 
understanding of Africa. In the past 
few yeara incredsing attention has 
been pald to African studies — par- 
ticularly at the Hebrew University 
of Jerusalem but also at Tel Aviv 
University. Thore now exists In. Is- 
rael an impreasive Jf perhaps’ small 
group of lecturers and research 
workers in all sphered.of Africology, 
The Hebrew-speaking public, . how- 

- ever, has heen offered little mate- 
‘“wlal beyond the occasional news 
‘reports or feature articles in the 
press.and the occasional lecture. 
Thia atudy, therefore, by ' Professor 
Marion Mushkot is daubly welcome. 
Prof. Mushkat, expert in interua- 
tlonal, law and International rele- 
tlons ‘and author of an admirable” 
array of publications, has in the 


past few years turned his attention 
Increasingly to Africa. 

Throughout the book under re- 
view, it ig clear that Prof. Mushkat 
sees. Africa as part of the world 
Scene, and no longer as an Isolated 
“Dark” continent. His broad, inter- 
disciplinary approach to the prob- 
Iem has been made possible by a 
wide use of sources in several 
languages. The author's term "Af- ian 
Tleanodlogy” suggests that the only d 
way to understand Africa la by this 
Method of interdisciplinary soope- 
ration, 

Prof. Mushkat discusses the prob- 
lems which Africa has faced since 
the colonial period. He notes the ἘΝ 
pressures which led to the forme- =o 
tion of the Afro-Asian bloc, He 
makes an interesting analysis of 
the part played by the new Af- 
rlean states in the United Nations, 
and discusses the African problems 
which the U.N. has had to deal 
with In the last decade: the apar- 
theid question, the Congo clvil war, 
the Rhodesian situation ond the Ni- 
gerian civil war, He discusses the 
uniqueness of African socialism, 
and ig aware of the intricacies 
of Africa's “struggle for Liberation 
and development" — the desire to 
be free from outside interference, 
comblned with the realization that 
development is closely tled to ,de- 
pendence on the richer nations, — 

But the book has three major 
shortcomings. First, ἃ mere 0% 
(pages (excluding the detailed foot- 
‘mote section) deals with “Israel-Af- 
rican Cooperation” — one would 
have hoped for a more extensive 
anolysia of a topic so close to 
home, Secondly, the book lacks a 
bibliography, and one fs therefore 
forced ta look at tha foatnotes (In- 
conveniently placed) at the end of 
each chapter. Any researcher using 
the book would find this distracting 
and time-consuming, Thirdly, some 
sections Inck continuity, This may 
be due to the author's use of .pre- 
‘vious . articles and lecture notes, 
which have’. been ‘Inserted without 
enough editing to turn them ‘Into 
@ ruoning text. 

The book Is heing translated into 
Bnglish and German, and jn those 
languages, too, it will be a wel- 
come addition to the literature on 
the aubject. ᾿

Creativity In education is quite 
a common phenomenon in its native 
countries, the U.S.A. and Eingland, 
where It has bsen developed for 
the last 80-40 years. Israel is just 
catching on to it, although indivi- 
dual teachers throughout the coun- 
try have been doling some excellent 
work on thelr own for quite some 
time. On the whole, however, even 
the Ministry of Hiducation Itself

Ya'acov Friedler's very In- 
teresting history of carp breed- 
ing in Israel (The Jerusalem Post, 
October 1) there can ‘be added a 
posteript, or rather a foreword. It 


concerns an event remarkable in” 


itself that alao links up Kibbutz 
Nir David with Queen Victoria, the 
struggle for Jewlsh emancipation in 
England, Ielamle studies in Israel, 
and the Western Wall! 

Some time in 1936, which was a 

of economic crisis, business 
bankrupteles and grave unemploy- 
ment, ἃ lady came to me in Bar- 
elays Bank, where I was then work- 
Ing in Israel (Jerusalem Post, Oc- 
any bank official even though I 
knew that that lady was not look- 
ing for any profit. Could I find for 
her an enterprise that I thought 
was valuable for the Yishuy and 
was doing badly? 

As it happened, a few days be- 
fore that I had heard of difficulties 
at Nir David. The kibbutz had a 
stream running through Its lands 
that was too saline for irrigation 
purposes, and the members were 
casting round for some use for the 
water. One of them who had come 
from Yugoslavia, where the pond 
breeding of carp was an establish- 
ed occupation, suggested that the 
stream might be used, Instead of 
running waste. The idea was ac- 
cepted and excavation of the first 
pond started. Before it was com- 
pleted, however, the funds ran out. It 
seemed that both the investment 
and the water were going to he 
wasted.

This seemed to fit in with the 
lady's requirement: an enterprise 
useful for the Yishuy but which 
was doing badly. I put it to her. 
We drove up to Nir David and she 
took to the place, the people and 
the idea enthustastically. What the 
kibbutz asked for was a long-term 
loan of £2,000 — then a consider- 
able sum of money. When, in 
drafting the agreement, I asked her 


-what interest she wanted, she 


showed as much indignation ag she 
ever allowed herzelf to. She wanted 
no profit from a kibbutz or from 
the Yishuv in general. I polnted 
out that for the kibbutz it was a 
commercial proposition, and they 
wanted no charity. So interest at 
& nominal 2 per cent was written 
in, though she told me privately 
that when the last annual repay- 
ment instalment fell due all the in- 
terest previously paid should be de- 
ducted from It. 


Success story 


That was the financial beginning 
of what Ya’acoy Friedler rightly 
describes as one of Israel's major 
succesa stories, (A year or two 
later: Nir David's clothing stores 
burnt down and the kibbutz came 
to me to ask the lady for a fur- 
ther loan. She did not have ready 
cash available, but she cancelled 
the balanca of the existing loan.) 


The lady was Mrs. Vera Bryce 
Salomons, a descendant of Solomon 
Salomons who was a merchant 
member of the Royal Exchange in 
London in the 18th century. His 
grandson was Sir David Salomons, 
‘baronet, the first Hnglish Jew to 
become magistrate, alderman, Mem- 


ing refrigerator door with ‘a. 


ber of Parliament and Lord Mayor 
of London, ift Is erroneously he- 
leved that Lionel de Rothschild was 
the first Jewish MP. He indeed 
took his seat a year earlier than 
David Salomons, but the latter had 
been elected before.) Having be- 
come one of the most prominent 
merchants in the City of London 
David Salomons peralstently worked 
for the removal of the disabilities 
to which Binglish Jews were aftill 
subject. Elected to various high 
Municipal offices he refused, suc- 
cessfully, to make the required de- 
claration “on the true falth of a 
Christian." Elected to Parliament 
for Greenwhich in 1851 he again 
refused to take that oath. On tak- 
ing his seat he was ordered to with- 
ἄγαν, but before leaving he spoke 
in defence of his action and was 
fined £500 for illegally voting. Hla 
constituency re-elected him severa! 
times, until Anally, in 1859, a year 
after an Act of Parliament chang- 
ed the oath, he formally took hig 
seat. 

David Salomons was active In 
Jewlsh affairs, in Parllament and 
outside. He wrote booka on econo- 
mic subjects (one on “The Mone 
tary Difficulties of America," 1837) 


as well ax "An Account of the 
Persecution of the Jews at Damas- 
cus,” 1840, On creating him baro- 
net, as he had no children, Queen 
Victoria, who held him In high re- 
gard, provided for his nephew, Da- 
vid Lionel Salomons, to succeed to 
the title, This David was the father 
of Vera. 


Unlike the uncle, Sir David show- 
ed dittle concern for Jewish matters. 
He was more interested In olec- 
trical subjects, an inventor and a 
Pioneer in motoring. According to 
some accounts he was pleased when 
his daughter married a non-Jew, 
Colonel Bryce, but must have been 
chagrined when Bryce adopted Juda- 
lam. On the death of her husband 
Vera reverted to the family name 
Salomons. 


Vera Bryce Salomonsa spent the last 
yeara of her life partly in Jerusalem 
and partly in Hurope. Those who 
knew her remember her ag a quiet- 
spoken, very modestly dressed per- 
gon, devoting her wealth, inherited 
from both her father and mother 
(8 daughter of Baron Herman de 
Stern) unobtrusively to causes, es- 
pecially Jewish, that she considered 
important. 


Few people today know of her 
contributions to the building of the 
Hebrew University on Mount Sco- 
pus or to the Arza Convalescdnt 
Home near Jerusalem, as few know 
of her share in the beginnings of 
Israel's carp production. Mora know 
of her bullding and endowment of 
the magnificent Institute of Is- 
lamic Art and the attached quar- 
tera. for retired academic people 
established in Jerusalem in memory 
of her great friend Professor L.A. 
Meyer. But hardly any one even of 
her closest acquaintances knows of 
the greatest manifestation of her 
Jewish feeling. 

Following the disorders in Palea- 
tine, when over 800 people were 
kiHed or wounded, which grew out 
of an incident at the Western Wail 
on Yom Kippur, 1929, and which 
was exploited by the Mufti for a 
general attack on the Yishuv, secret 
negotiations were entered Into be- 
tween Jewish representatives and 
Moslems for the Jewish purchase of 
the Wall. It was Vera Salomons who 


undertook to provide the very large 
sum of money that would be needed 
if the purchase went through — 
which, unhappily, It did not. 
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
